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It seems th a t P arke r’s horror for 
subscrip tions to cam p aign funds had 
its genesis in his failure to secure 
them . 


M ost everyone encounters obstacles 
through life, but it should be borne 
in m ind th a t failures are intended to 
serve as step p ing stones to success. 
There are unquestionably m any op ­ 
p o rtun ities for success, now , the same 
as there have been sim e the creation 
of the

M ost successful 
m en have been “ bro ke,” have 
m et 
w ith failures, have been discauraged 
and have tho ug h t, as m any 
others 
p robably do today, th a t “ life is not 
w orth liv in g ,” yet 
th e ir p ersever­ 
ance am i determ in atio n aroused th eir 
latent iw w er and help ed them to turn 
adverse conditions to good account. 
Those who struggle m anfully and keep 
up th e ir courage w’ill not die w ith o ut 
having achieved a m easure of success 
benefitting th e ir intelligence and ta l­ 
ents.

Mr Squire said th at Cleveland and 
Ohio had p roduced many great men 
In their p articular lines, but in the 
knowledge of laws of trade, in grasp ­ 
ing and in ap p lying them , in creating 
and building up of industries that are 
far-reaching it is doubtful if the world 
has ever p roducd a g reater man than 
Mr. Rockefeller. 
A fter a brief address by L. E Hol­ 
den, p resident of the Plaindealer Pub­ 
lishing com p any, in which he sp oke in 
ap p reciation of Mr. R ockefeller's nu­ 
merous benefactions to the city, Mr. 
Rockefeller matle a brief address in 
resp onse to the greetings which had 
been sp oken. 
His rem arks w ere al­ 
most entirely rem iniscent of his resi­ 
dence in Cleveland and of the growth 
of the city. 
He said, sp eaking esp e­ 
cially to the younger men p resent, th at 
there is som ething more to life than 
m ere money getting. 
"T urn your thoughts up on the high­ 
er things of life.” said A ir. Rockefeller.

G U A R A N T E E OF PEACE 


Far Eastern Status Quo Pro tected by 


Ang lo -Nippo n Alliance. 
London, Sept. 27.-~The text of the 
new agreement between Great Brit­ 
ain and Japan, which was signed by 
Lord Lansdowne, the British foreign 
secretary, and Baron Hayashi. the 
Japanese m inister to Great Britain, 
on Aug. 12. was issued by the foreign 
office late last ev ening. 
The momen­ 
tous document is a brief one, conv 
prising less than 800 words, including 
eight articles and a preamble. 
Ac­ 
companying the agreement is a cov er­ 
ing letter from lansdow ne to the Brit­ 
ish ambassadors at St. Petersburg and 
Paris, In which the foreign secretary 
courteously 
rev iews 
the 
agreement 
and carefully points out that the new- 
defensiv e alliance is not intended as 
a menace, but rather as a guarantee 
of peace and prosperity in the far 
East, in which all countries may par­ 
ticipate. 
The main features of the new agree­ 
ment hav e already been forecasted in 
these dispatches. 
The pithy articles 
of the official text, howev er, bring out 
forcefully the .tremendous importance 
to both countries of this alliance, 
which practically mak es Great Brit­ 
ain Japan and Japan Great Britain 
for the purposes of defense "in the 
regions of east Asia and India.” This 
inclusion of India specifically as a 
point at which any aggression by a 


foreign power will call for the assist- j 
ance of Japan, finds much fav or with j 
the press of London, the morning pa- 
\ 
pers in long laudatory articles wel­ 
coming the new and more extensiv e 
alliance of the two insular k ingdoms, 
west and east, as giv ing immediate 
relief from the dangerous thunder­ 
cloud which for so many years has 
hung ov er the Indian frontier. 
Baron 
Hayashi, 
who 
was 
inter­ 
v iewed after the publication of the 
agreement, said: 
“The new treaty 
forms an effectiv e safeguard against 
the renewal of disturbances in the far 
East. 
That is its object. 
We cannot 
say that a permanent peace has been 
secured—that is too much t^> be sure 
of. but we can av er that tranquility 
has been assured for a long time to 
come.”
